SPECIAL ORDER NO. 4. 


Mules Governing Target Practice 
by the State Militia. 


The Acting Adjutant-General has is- 
sued the following special order (No, 
4.), which relates to the target practice 
of the First Brigade which will take 
place at the State Fair Grounds on 
September 19, 1888: 

1. Commanders of companies, with 
their shooting teams, will report to the 
Range Officer at the range immediately 


after the review. 

Il. Teams will be composed of 
twenty men from each company, the 
members thereof to be bona fide mem- 
bers of their respective companies, and 
were such on the first of September, 
1888. 

III. Teams to shoot with Sringfield 
rifle, six pound pull of trigger, distance 
200 yards, five shots per man, and no 
sighting shots allowed, competitors to 
shoot in full dress or fatigue uniform, 
rules of the National Rifle Association 
to govern. Each company will furnish 
their own marking discs, pasters and 
trigger weight, each team to have two 
targets, in order to take as little time 
as possible for the shooting. Each 
company will furnish markers. 
Commissioned officers detailed will act 
as scorekeepers, and two non-commis- 
sioned officers will assist at the targets. 
Ammunition .will be issued to the 
Brigade Commander to be used in the 
practice, and any rifle other than the 
Springfield, and any other ammun- 
ition but that issued, will not be al- 
lowed. Any score made otherwise 
than with the above conditions will 
not be counted. 

IV. Prizes for teams shooting will 
be awarded as follows: To the team 
making the highest aggregate «core, 
$60 and the Sarsfiela gold medal, now 
held by Company F; to the team 
making the second highest score, $40; 
to the third, $25; to the fourth, $15, 
and to the fifth, $10. 

V. The Brigade commander will 
| have the necessary number of targets 
placed in position, with distance staked 
off, and all necessary arrangements 
made onthe eighteenth day of Se 
tember, so there may be no delay in 


the firing.

HOW THREAD IS NUMBERED. 


What Changes Have Been Iatroduced 


with the Sewing Machine. 


Everybody knows the sizes of thread. 
Every seamstress knows whether she 


P id the size of the strand referred to; but 


pérson in a thousand knows. 

And yet it is a simple matter to ex- 
plain, was the iuformation accorded to a 
reporter by an employe of one of the 
largest spool cotton manufactories in the 
United States. 

When 80 yards of yarn weigh 7,000 
grains, a pound of cotton, the yarn is No. 
1. If 1680 yards weigh a pound, it will be 
No, 2 yarn. For No. 50 yarn it would take 
50 multiplied by 840 yards to weigh a 
pound. This is the whole of the yarn 
measurement. 

The early manufactured thread was 
three-cord, and the thread tonk its num- 
ber from the number of the yarn from 
which it was made, No. 60 yarn made 
No. 6 thread, though in point of fact the 
actual calibre of No. 60 thread would 
equal: No, 2 yarn, being three @ 
strands. 

When the sewing machine came into 
thé market as the great consumer, un- 
reasoning in its work and inexorable in 
its demands for mechanical accuracy, six- 
cord cotton had to be made as a smoother 
product. 

As thread numbers were already estab- 
lished, they were not altered for the new 
article, and No. 60 six-cord and No. @ 
three-cord are identical in size as well as 
in number. To effect this the six cord 
has to be madeof yarn twice as firm as 
that demanded by the three-cord. 

The No. 60 six-cord would be sixstrands 
of No. 1200 yarn. Three-cord spool cotton 
is the same number as the yarn it is made 
of, Six-cord spool cotton is made of yarn 
that is double its number. 

As simple a thing as thread is there are 
2,000. different kinds made.—New York 
Mail and Express. - 


WHAT IS STEAM? __

A Little Lesson in Science. 


When water once begins to boil it is 
impossible to raise its temperature any 
higher; all excess of hect is absorbed by 
the escaping, as so called, latent heat, 
and is given out again when it condenses, 

We often speak of seeing the steam 
escaping from the mouth of a kettle, but 
this is incorrect—steam is an invisible 
vapor, and we can po more sce it than we 
can air. What we do sec arc the minute 
drops of water into which the steam con- 
denses on coming into the cool air. 

If we boil water in a glass flask, we 
shall notice that nothing can be seen in 
the interior, and by observing the steam 
escaping from a kettle we shall notice 
* that there is quite a distance between the 
end of the spout and the point where the 
cloud becomes visible. 3
